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Council could go it alone and 
break free from Whitehall reins

Could Kingston become the first local au¬ 
thority to secede from Whitehall and declare 
itself independent? 

Talks have been under way for six months 
on plans for the borough to lead the way and 
free itself from budget restrictions imposed 
by the coalition Government’s austerity. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin Davis said 
he wanted to end reliance on an ever-shrink¬ 
ing yearly grant, and keep a greater propor¬ 
tion of business rates instead. 

Coun Davis said: “I sit around every year, 
as every councillor does, waiting to see if 
they’re going to hand it out to us or not. 

“Nobody loses. Exactly the same amount of 
money would go back to central Govern¬ 
ment. If we attract more businesses we will 
get more business rates, retain more busi¬ 
ness rates and the amount of money will go 
up. 

“The only time we would potentially have a 
problem is if the economy went pear-shaped 
and business collapsed all around us - but 
actually, we would have that problem any¬ 
way.” 

But eventually, he hopes, all revenue will 
stay in Kingston. 

The talks have been held in an atmosphere 


of increasing desire for devolution among 
cities and councils in the UK. 

Later this month council leaders in east 
London will meet to discuss taking control of 
transport, business growth and more. 

Business lobbying group London First ad¬ 
vocates devolution for the capital, which it 
has said would allow the city to make “long¬ 
term investments in infrastructure”. 

Opposition leader Coun Liz Green called 
the plan “an excellent idea for Kingston” but 
said she thought Government would be un¬ 
able to resist taking a slice of any extra busi¬ 
ness rate revenue the borough generated. 

She said: “I think Government would look 
at it in the future and see Kingston as it has 
in the past, as a little bit of a cash cow. 

“Government seems to think we have 
enough money. I don’t agree.” 

Labour group leader Linsey Cottington 
said: “It certainly would be reasonable for 
the council to pursue this, just to see if there 
is any possibility. I don’t think it’s going to 
work because the Government won’t let it.” 

Negotiations with the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
were held at the same time as talks 
with Richmond Council, designed to 
save £8m a year by merging back-room' 
staff. 

Those talks stalled after the authorities 
could not agree on how councillors’ voting L 
decisions would be implemented.

It is thought that the car park 
will predominantly be used by 
residents of the new Cocks Cres¬ 
cent development, which has 
also been a contentious planning 
proposal.

lead member for transport and 
environment, said: “Over the 
years the car park has fallen into 
disrepair and we have found a 
developer who is willing to refur¬ 
bish it. 

“The redevelopment of Cocks 
Crescent and the car park is 
something that New Malden 
badly needs.”

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Designers behind Kingston’s 
mini-Holland project have admit¬ 
ted the £32m cycling scheme

Cyclists have been left unim¬ 
pressed by plans for the first 
phase of the scheme - a £1.3m 
segregated cycle lane along 
Portsmouth Road. 

They were annoyed that early 
drawings showing a raised kerb 
and two-lane cycle path had been 
replaced with pictures showing 
just a single lane separating cy¬ 
clists and cars by a white line 
painted down the road. 

A public consultation into the 
project began on Monday. 

But this week designers and 
project leaders, all cyclists them¬ 
selves, said the drawings set out 
in the council’s bid should not be 
seen as “set in concrete”. 

Jean-Christophe Chassard, 
who will oversee the scheme’s 
landmark projects, including the 
proposed plaza outside Kingston 
station, said: “The bid was aspi- 
rational. We had to put some im¬ 
ages down. Those should not 
confine us. Or be words or im¬ 
ages set in concrete. 

“We may not deliver exactly 
what there is in the pictures.”

Inderpal Singh Grewal, project 
manager for network share and 
principal routes, said: “We are 
keen to speak to people who 
know their local streets - that is 
vital. 

“We do consultations so that 
people can have their say. 

“We can’t change the scheme 
to suit everyone, but we will be 
listening.” 

Project manager Peter Tread- 
gold said: “When it comes to the 
final scheme that we implement 
its success will be measured by 
how safe people feel along that 
road and whether people use it. 

“That includes pedestrians and 


cyclists. It is about reallocation of 
road space. 

“We will take the best from 
across the world and use that, but 
in the end this will be designed 
for Kingston. And we all want it 
to fit the needs of the people of 
Kingston. 

“If you put something in that is 
not going to be used - what would 
be the point? There is no point 
putting something in that is not 
high enough quality. It is about 
getting that balance. 

“It is not about the money. We 
have the money. We are looking 
for a great scheme.” 

He added there may be a way to 
access a pot of Transport for 
London funding should the pro¬ 
ject require more money, al¬ 
though this would not be known 
until work began. 

More than 3,000 booklets outlin¬ 
ing the scheme are set to be deliv¬ 
ered to homes in and around 
Portsmouth Road shortly. 

An exhibition on the scheme 
will take place at Guildhall 2 
from January 26 to February 18. 

There will also be two drop-in 
sessions where council officers 
will answer questions at Harts 
Boatyard, Portsmouth Road on 
Saturday, January 31, from 11am 
to 2pm; and in the Queen Anne 
suite, Guildhall, on Wednesday, 
February 4, from 6pm to 8pm. 

The consultation will close on 
February 18.

Recycling set to go fortnightly

Plans to collect most of 
Kingston’s recyclables fort¬ 
nightly have been approved 
despite fierce resistance 
from many households and 
councillors. 

The new rota will begin in 
January 2016. 

One small alteration is 
bound to win approval: those 
little green food recycling 
bags, easy to overfill and dif¬ 
ficult to tie up, will now 
come with handles. 

But that small change is 
unlikely to fully appease op¬ 
ponents of the Conservative 
plan, voted through last 
Thursday, to save £4.2m over 
seven years by cutting back 
on collections. 

Councillor Hilary Gander, 
Liberal Democrat lead mem¬ 
ber for the environment, 
said fewer collections would 
inconvenience residents and 
mean more waste going into 
landfill. 

She said: “It’s obvious. If 
you’ve got a grey bin collec¬ 
tion and your other recycling 
is overflowing, you’re just 
going to chuck everything in 
the grey bin.” 

But Coun David Cunning¬ 
ham, her Conservative oppo¬ 
site number, said: “We’re 
really trying to put in a sys¬ 
tem that will help people put

things in the recycling. 

“A large proportion of ma¬ 
terial that people put in land¬ 
fill can be recycled. 

“We know the mechanisms 
of it work, because I’ve been 
out to other boroughs to see 
it. 

“There will be areas where 
people need extra boxes 
[which] we’ve factored into 
the costings.” 

Last year it was revealed 
half of the waste Kingston 
residents put into landfill 


bins could have been recy¬ 
cled. 

Labour group leader Coun 
Linsey Cottington, who 
voted with the Conserva¬ 
tives, said: “I feel very 
strongly that every resident 
of Kingston has a responsi¬ 
bility to help save our planet. 
They need to do what they 
can to help the council in 
terms of recycling. 

“The more money that we 
spend on recycling the less 
we have to spend on other 


services. 

Coun Cunningham also de¬ 
nied claims by Lib Dem MP 
Edward Davey that no con¬ 
sultation on the changes had 
taken place. 

He said consultants con¬ 
tacted about 800 people for a 
survey. 

He added: “We’ve not just 
gone out and decided willy- 
nilly what to do. It was based 
on detailed research.” 

The survey, by QA Re¬ 
search, found that “overall,

respondents were generally 
unsupportive of the pro¬ 
posed changes to the recy¬ 
cling collection that would 
see a fortnightly collection 
on alternate weeks”. 

A specific concern was 
waste build-up over the fort¬ 
night, the firm said, but it 
added there was “by no 
means an overwhelming re¬ 
jection” of the plans.

A man tried to flush his wait¬ 
er uniform down the toilet 
when immigration enforce¬ 
ment and Kingston police 
raided a popular Indian 
restaurant in Surbiton today. 

Officers turned up unan¬ 
nounced on Friday at Joy, in 
Brighton Road, after reports 
men were working in the 
restaurant illegally. 

Two people in the restau¬ 
rant were arrested for immi¬ 
gration offences and another 
man, who was in the Red 
Rose restaurant over the 
road, was caught allegedly 
trying to flee the scene and 
arrested for working in 
breach of immigration rules. 

One man locked himself in 
the bathroom and tried to 
flush his waiter uniform 
down the toilet when police 
stormed the premises. 

Those arrested could not 
produce documentation that 
proved they were in the coun¬ 
try legally and had the right 
the work here. 

An immigration officer 
said: “They use photocopies 
of their passports, saying the 


original is with the Home Of¬ 
fice, but if you look closely 
you can see that the numbers 
and dates have been changed. 

“If I was an employer and 
not trained in spotting 
fake documentation I might 
be fooled by some of 
these things - it is simple 


but clever. 

“We use a rapid ID scanner 
that quickly shows us exactly 
when someone came into the 
UK, the kind of visa they 
have and whether they have 
the right to still be here or be 
working.” 

Seven people were in the 


restaurant at the time of the 
raid and as well as the arrests 
police took fingerprints from 
another man. 

Sergeant Eddie Armstrong, 
from Kingston police, said: 
“We don’t like to see this sort 
of thing and we are working 
in partnership with immigra¬ 
tion and other enforcement 
agencies to ensure that li¬ 
censing breaches in the 
borough are acted upon 
swiftly.” 

The three arrested men 
were originally from 
Bangladesh and have been 
transferred to an immigra¬ 
tion detention centre pending 
removal from the UK. 

Sarah Burton, head of the 
west London Home Office im¬ 
migration enforcement team, 
said: “We are determined to 
tackle all forms of illegal 
working across London and 
this operation shows that we 
will not ease up 
in combating immigration 
offending. 

“Illegal working is not a vic¬ 
timless crime. It cheats the 
taxpayer, undercuts honest 
employers and exploits some 
of society’s most vulnerable 
people. It also starves legiti¬ 
mate job hunters of employ¬ 
ment opportunities.”

Liberal Democrats have been ac¬ 
cused of ruining a public consul¬ 
tation into the redevelopment of 
the town centre by launching 
“spurious” petitions. 

The latest Lib Dem campaign 
aims to save Kingston’s iconic 
tumbling phone boxes, after plan¬ 
ning consultants suggested in a 
design report they be removed. 

The removal or relocation of 
David Mach’s Out of Order instal¬ 
lation was mooted by planning 
consultants GVA and Morrison 
Urban Practitioners last October, 
in the Eden Quarter redevelop¬ 
ment brief. 

Their 100-page report set out a 
vision for the town centre that in¬ 
cluded widespread pedestrianisa- 
tion and a public square, plus 
hundreds of new homes. 

On page 54 it also suggested 
moving the phone boxes because 
they disrupt sight lines along Old 


London Road. 

Residents got the chance to com¬ 
ment on the wide-ranging redevel¬ 
opment document in November 
and December last year. 

Grove Councillor Chrissie 
Hitchcock said: “I was flabbergast¬ 
ed when I saw the Tories are plan¬ 
ning to get rid of the tumbling 
telephone boxes from the end of 
Old London Road.” 

But Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis called the petition 
“spurious” and a ploy to collect 
email addresses for MP Edward 
Davey’s re-election campaign. 

He said: “It’s a planning brief, 
not a proposal. 

“There is a genuine debate to be 
had about whether we could move 
them. 

“The real problem for me is they 
put these petitions out and be¬ 
cause of that they miss the debate 
about the rest of the town centre. 

“The consequence of that is we 
have had a very skewed response 
to the consultation.” 

Some consultation feedback in¬ 
cluded opposition to non-existent 


plans for a multi-storey building 
on the Fairfield, he said. 

He blamed Lib Dem’s opposition 
to another element of the Eden 
Quarter document, which pro¬ 
posed paving over a part of Fair- 
field recreation ground to relocate 
the Monday market, for the confu¬ 
sion. 

Mr Davey said: “If instead of 
making petty political points they 
had asked the public what they 
thought in the first place perhaps 
these worrying plans to pave over 
part of the Fairfield and move 
Kingston’s tumbling phone boxes 
would never have come to 
fruition.” 

Opposition leader Councillor Liz 
Green said: “I find it fascinating 
that they think we shouldn’t put 
things out to people, when they 
have just spent £100,000 on a sur¬ 
vey.” 

Kingston Council’s All in One 
survey, sent to every household in 
the borough, cost £95,000 and gar¬ 
nered a 15 per cent return rate.

Osbourne inquiry has stalled 


The independent inquiry into 
former Kingston Council lead¬ 
er Derek Osbourne is yet to 
begin - despite being an¬ 
nounced seven months ago. 

The investigation was an¬ 
nounced in June by current 
council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis, following the 
Conservatives’ victory at the 
local elections in May. 

Coun Davis said at the time 
he had hoped to have a draft re¬ 
port of findings ready by last 
autumn. 

But last week, he said the in¬ 
quiry had been stalled due to 
commitments faced by the cho¬ 
sen Queen’s Counsel (QC). 

He said he was hopeful the 
inquiry, budgeted at £10,000, 
would begin later this month. 

But Liberal Democrat oppo¬ 
sition leader Councillor Liz 
Green said: “It will take sever¬ 
al months and it seems to be 
dragging on. It was agreed that 
it would be an independent 
chair, but the last I heard was 
that they [the Conservatives] 
wanted somebody with legal 
knowledge to chair it - but 
they do not cost £10,000. 

“They cost about £1,000 an 
hour. My understanding is 
that they cannot get one with¬ 
in the budget they have set 
themselves.” 

Kingston Labour leader 
Councillor Linsey Cottington 
said: “I think there are very 
few QCs that will get much 
work done for £10,000. 

“The council has to figure 
out whether it wants to stay 
within budget or find some 
way of dealing with things - it 
obviously has not worked out 
yet.” 

Coun Green said she never 
believed an inquiry was need¬ 
ed because the police investi¬ 
gation had not found a link

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between Osbourne’s crimes 
and his public work. 

But both Coun Davis and his 
predecessor, the late Howard 
Jones, have stated the inquiry 
should examine aspects of Os¬ 
bourne’s tenure not covered by 
the police investigation. 

That could include decision¬ 
making regarding funding, in 
particular youth groups, as 
well as his behaviour toward 
young people he came into 
contact with through his vari¬ 
ous public duties. 

Osbourne was released from 
prison on licence on October 
28 last year after spending 
nearly a year in jail, including 
time inside both Wandsworth 
and Brixton prisons. 

He was jailed in 2013 after 
pleading guilty to 17 counts of 
making and distributing inde¬ 
cent images. These included 
extreme images of children, 
animals and violence against 
women, which he posted under 
the online pseudonym Dave 
Strider. 

At the time of his arrest, he 
was the public face of the 
council’s children’s services 
improvement plan, following 
the damning 2012 Ofsted in¬ 
spection. He was also a vocal 
supporter of the Rose Theatre, 
and its youth theatre group.

‘Sorry 1 shop worker 
jailed for kissing girl 



A former convenience shop work¬ 
er has been jailed after trying to 
kiss an 11-year-old girl. 

Mauritian national Ajay Sahye, 
42, had been working at the 
Londis store in Ewell Road, Sur¬ 
biton, where the offences oc¬ 
curred on November 23 last year. 

He appeared at Kingston Crown 
Court for sentencing sporting a 
shaved head and a grey tracksuit, 
having pleaded guilty to two 
counts of assault by touching at 
an earlier hearing. 

Prosecutor Stephen Apted said 
the victim, a regular customer, 
had gone into the store to buy a 
drink, but had then asked to use 
the toilet. 

Mr Apted said: “When she came 
out of the toilet, he [Sahye] 
grabbed her around the waist 
with both arms and began to kiss 
her right cheek, her mouth - and 
put his tongue into her mouth for 
about a second. 

“He asked her if she was a vir¬ 
gin and if she had lost her virgini¬ 
ty. She did not know what he was 
talking about.” 

Mr Apted said Sayhe asked the 
girl several times if she had sex, 
before she ran out of the shop. 

The court heard the victim and 
the defendant had known each 
other and were said to have cud¬ 
dled or kissed on the cheek in the 
past. 

Police attended the store on the 
same night. 

Sahye told officers he had 
known the girl for some months 
as she had come into the shop reg¬ 
ularly, and admitted he had 
kissed her - but denied he had 
used his tongue.

He added he was “deeply sorry” 
that the girl was 11 years old, as 
she had claimed to be 16. 

Defence counsel Tim Naik said: 
“He [Sahye] is a man of 42 of pre¬ 
vious good character. He pleaded 
guilty at the first available oppor¬ 
tunity. He has never claimed ben¬ 
efits. He has worked. 

“He is an educated man - he has 
done computer studies, business 
studies and English while he was 
here. He is not in any financial 
difficulty. He does not drink, 
smoke or take any drugs. He is 
clean living.” 

Mr Naik added he believed 
Sahye was “naive”. 

The court also heard Sahye had 
overstayed his visa because he 
had not been able to get hold of 
his passport since being mugged 
in 2011. Prior to this he had gained 
permission to live in the UK since 
his arrival in 2004. 

Sahye, of Ewell Road, was sen¬ 
tenced to 17 weeks in prison 
for both counts of assault, to 
run concurrently.

He has already served seven 
weeks. 

He was also given a sexual pre¬ 
vention order for five years and 
put on the sex offenders register 
for seven years. 

Kingston Council temporarily 
suspended Londis’ premises li¬ 
cence following the assault. But 
the suspension was lifted two 
days later following an appeal by 
licence holder Akvinder Mahal in 
December. 

Mr Mahal said: “We have been 
in our family business since 1983 
and we have never faced these is¬ 
sues before. 

“We were unfortunate that an 
offence was conducted on our 
premises, and relevant investiga¬ 
tions were rightly required. 

“It has been proven that no 
criminal or licensing offence was 
committed by us. 

“We are glad justice has been 
served. We had no knowledge of 
such behaviour. 

“I thank my neighbourhood for 
their support.” 


Hub for help close to getting off ground 


Plans for a community hub in 
Norbiton, where residents can go 
to get help with IT, advice on fi¬ 
nance or even a baking lesson, are 
coming together after three years 
of effort. 

The One Norbiton hub would 
see refurbishment of the ground 
floor of the Madingley tower 
block, in the Cambridge Road es¬ 
tate, to help charities and public 
services connect with users. 

Jill Preston, pictured right, from 
the Cambridge Road estates com¬ 
munity group, said: “People who 
haven’t got computers will be able 
to come in and have people help 
them. 

“What’s holding us up at the 
moment is putting in actual plans. 
The next bit will be to get an ar¬ 
chitect to make sure we can do the 
changes we want to. 

“Until we get the plans and the 
drawings, we won’t know how 
much it will cost. 

“What we’re hoping, if there’s a 
few thousand extra needed, is that 
people will put on community 
events. Three years we’ve been 
plodding away at this - what 


we’ve got to do next is get official 
written permission.” 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
confirmed the authority was in 
talks with One Norbiton over 
the hub and that “plans are 
progressing”. 

One Norbiton estimated the 
budget for the Madingley hub to 
be £15,000, with £5,000 each com¬ 
ing from Kingston Council and a 
Department for Communities and 
Local Government grant. 

A long-term lease from the 
council is unlikely, the group be¬ 
lieves, because its own funding 
cannot be guaranteed beyond the 
next three years.

Azah said: “There will not be 
a headline act this year. I am 
not totally convinced that we 
need to tone it down. 

“I am not convinced that we 
should go backwards. But 
this year will shape the fu¬ 
ture. If we get it right this 
year, they will leave us 
alone.” 

Previously, ska band the 
Skints and DJ David Rodigan 
have headlined the carnival, 
before it was cancelled in its 
15th year. 

Staple did, however, play a 
rescheduled gig to 300 people 
at McClusky’s nightclub, dur¬ 
ing the Long Live Kingston 
Carnival event, organised by 
Banquet Records. 

Mr Azah said: “For me,

Society must aim to 
better represent us 


When I, a member, told a qualified 
surveyor I know in Tolworth 
about the Kingston Society and 
that it commented on planing ap¬ 
plications, she thought it self-ap¬ 
pointed and unnecessary as the 
council had members and officers 
to do the job. 

Any doubts I shared are com¬ 
pounded by the society’s latest 
newsletter. 

I live on the bypass well within 
half a mile of two big prospective 
developments. 

Tolworth Girls’ School and its 
development partner Gleeson 
want to rebuild the school with 
housing to pay for it and more. 

The society supports the re¬ 
building as more school places are 
much needed, but is concerned at 
the housing density and sole pro¬ 
posed access from Fullers Way 


North, already busy. Fair 
comment. 

But to blithely suggest extra ac¬ 
cess at the proposed housing end 
on to Selbourne Avenue, which 
would mean demolishing one or 
more houses and ruining a pleas¬ 
ant side street, basically in the 
name of money, is outrageous 
from people sitting safely in Sur¬ 
biton and beyond. 

Tesco (called Spenill for non-re¬ 
tail developments, but taking 
the profits) has made a prelimi¬ 
nary application about environ¬ 
mental impact of what they 
propose southwards from Tol¬ 
worth roundabout. 

The society, reasonably, doubts 
whether noise, traffic and strain 
on services and infrastructure 
can be mitigated. 

But they negate this by saying 


that the inclusion of a tower to 
“complement, but not challenge” 
Tolworth Tower was reasonable, 
which encourages building big, 
with consequences. 

This shows a knee-jerk tendency 
to express architectural propriety 
- from a safe distance. 

Only the (small) committee, at 
most, consider applications for 
the whole society and are not es¬ 
pecially representative. 

At its AGM on January 21 a new 
chairman and partly new commit¬ 
tee will be elected, but unopposed. 

I hope they will think to ask or¬ 
dinary members living within 
Kingston Council’s consultation 
area for any big project for their 
comments, to improve the validity 
of the society’s verdicts.

Blue badge 

I attended Kingston Hospital on 
December 15 and again on Decem¬ 
ber 16. 

On each occasion I parked my 
car with my blue badge displayed, 
as I had done in October without 
problem.

Boris forgets pledge on off-peak fares 


When Mayor Boris Johnson was 
first elected in 2008 he made a big 
claim that he would seek to rep¬ 
resent all of London and not just 
people living in zone 1. 

Seven years on it seems he has 
forgotten this pledge. 

Adults travelling to or from 
zones 4, 5 and 6 are now seeing 
substantial increases in their 
fares if they travel after 9.30am, 
or at weekends. 

For example someone starting 
their journey after 9.30am and 
travelling from zone 6 into cen¬ 
tral London faced last year a 
daily cap of £8.50 when using 


Oyster pay-as-you-go. 

At the start of this year the new 
daily cap has soared to £11.70. 

Children from outer London 
are also being hit hard. 

For example the child rate one- 
day off-peak travelcard has been 
increased from £3.60 to £6. 

Such sudden and severe 
changes in fares cannot be justi¬ 
fied. Moreover, by removing an 
incentive to travel at off-peak 
hours they might even lead to 
more crowded trains at peak 
times. 

The changes are also unneces¬ 
sary. 


Transport for London’s budget 
could easily make a wide range of 
savings; for example why did 
Boris Johnson fail to obtain a 
sponsor for this year’s New 
Year’s Eve free travel, when 
sponsorship has been found in 
most other years? 

It is time the Mayor remem¬ 
bered his pledge to people in 
outer London and stopped penal¬ 
ising people for travelling at off- 
peak hours.

TO 
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Your Cat is Unique... 


N ot too long ago, many of us 
were guilty of thinking of our 
cats as just smaller versions 
of pet dogs. 

After all - they are both mammals 
that we keep as domesticated 
pets - so surely they can’t be that 
different, can they? Well - actually 
- they really can! Thankfully, 
attitudes are now swiftly changing 
because our understanding and 
the depth of our knowledge 
about our feline companions has 
improved dramatically. We now 
know cats are not just small dogs, 
they are unique beings with varied 
and individual needs. So what 
does this actually mean for our 
pets, day-to day? Well, it means we 
need to celebrate and embrace 
the individuality of our feline 
companions in order to best cater 
for their unique requirements. 

Domestication - Feline is 

Very Different to Canine 

Unlike the dog, only 12,000 years 
ago there were no domestic cats 
and only around 30 species of 
wildcats. Even now, “domestic” 
cats could live fully independent 
lives if absolutely necessary. For our 
cats, this means they are just not 
domesticated on the same scale 
as the dog, who would not cope 
well without its owner’s full-time 
guidance and support. 

However, cats are well on their 
way to increased levels of 
domestication. Around 8000 years 
ago, there was a distinct genetic 
split between the DNA of wildcats 
and that of domestic cats. We 
now know that today’s domestic 
cat is capable of social behaviour- 
not only towards other cats but also 
towards humans. However, our pet 
cats are only able to display this 
sociability once their basic needs 
have been met (e.g. once they 
know they have access to water, 
food and safe places to shelter, 
hide and toilet). 

So today’s pet cats are still solitary 
and territorial at heart but once 
they know their resources are 
guaranteed they can express their 
social traits. Ultimately, what this 
means is a cat needs a sense of 
security before it can express its 
emotions. On the contrary, a pet 
dog in an unfamiliar situation would 
look for human 
contact first, to ask 
for help to meet 
its needs - thus 
showing a level 
of domestication 
we do not yet 
see in our feline 
companions. 


Specific Nutritional 
Requirements 

Not only are cats at a unique stage in 
the domestication process, nutritionally, 
cats have truly individual needs as well. 
Cats are highly specialised carnivores. 
Unlike the dog, cats could not survive 
on a vegetarian diet and they have 
requirements for specific amino acids 
(found in proteins) that are much 
narrower than a dog’s requirements. 

Until nutritionally complete feline diets 
came onto the pet food market, cats 
were not fully catered for by humans 
and still had to hunt in order to fulfil 
their demanding nutritional needs. 
This is one of the reasons why many 
domestic cats still have their natural 
drive to hunt today - not all that long 
ago it was still a necessary survival 
technique for them. 

Your Cat’s Amazing Physicality 

Cats also have many anatomical 
adaptations that allow them unique 
flexibility and a physicality just not seen 
in most other mammals. One of these 
interesting adaptations includes a lack 
of the collar bone, meaning the cat’s 
forelegs have no bony attachment to 
their skeleton. This is partly why the cat 
is so flexible (and good at balancing 
on narrow fence panels without 
falling off)! Another example of feline 
anatomical adaptation includes their 
retractable claws which are kept 
sharp by being sheathed unless the 
cat extends them in order to hunt or 
fight. 

In Summary 

Our cats are still making their own 
journey from their distant ancestral 
past, of a life of solitude and hunting, 
to the social lifestyle we, as owners, 
expect them to live today. No two 
cats are at the same stage along this 
journey at this moment in time, so for 
now, we need to offer support by 
allowing each cat to lead the life that 
best suits their individual personality. If 
any of this has inspired you to improve 
your own knowledge about cats 
and commit to doing the best for 
your cat, then why not take a look at 
www.catwyse.co.uk ?

Is it best to feed my cat two fixed meals per day or can 
I leave her food down and let her graze on it all day? 

he correct answer really depends on how well your 
:at maintains her ideal body weight and whether or 
lot you choose to fed her a wet or dry food. If your 
cat is lean, maintains her body weight well and is not prone to weight gain, it is ok to 
leave dry food down for her to graze on all day, as long as you don’t continuously 
top the bowl up and only put down a measured daily ration once per day. If your 
cat is overweight, greedy or prone to weight gain, it is better to feed her 2 (or more) 
meals per day (that you have weighed out), to minimise the risk of her overeating, 
or eating all the food in one sitting and becoming hungry again towards the end of 
the day. If you feed wet food, spoilage can become an issue, so you should pick 
up and dispose of anything that your cat doesn’t eat after the first hour, regardless. 



Q Surely all pet foods cannot differ too much - why can’t I feed my dog and cat 
the same diet? 

A We would never recommend feeding your cat a diet designed for dogs, or vice 
versa. Cats have much more specific nutritional requirements than dogs and 
they are strict carnivores. If you feed a cat dog food you risk causing serious 
nutritional deficiencies. If you feed a dog cat food in the majority of cases the food will 
contain more protein (and often also more fat) than the dog actually requires. We would 
always recommend sticking to a specific diet designed for each pet’s species and age.

Other heat-saving ideas

1) Insulating an uninsulated loft 
could save you around £250 a 
year for a detached house, £150 
for a semi and £140 for a mid- 
terraced house, according to the 
Energy Saving Trust (energysav- 
ingtrust.org.uk). Before you 
start, check for things like damp 
and rot in the loft. If you spot 
anything that concerns you, call 
in an expert, unless you'reconfi- 
dent you can deal with it your¬ 
self. 

P 2) Mineral wool insulation is 


often used in lofts, but it can irri¬ 
tate the skin, throat and eyes 
(unless encased in foil), so wear 
gloves, goggles, a dust mask and 
overalls when fitting it. You may 
prefer eco alternatives, such as 
insulation made from sheep's 
wool or recycled newspapers or 
plastic bottles - try B&Q. 

3) Before buying insulation, 
measure the floor joists in the 
loft and try to get insulation the 
same width or bigger - cut it 
with a saw when it's rolled up to 


make life easier. 

The first layer of insulation 
should be laid between the 
joists, with a second layer on top, 
laid at 90 degrees, up to the re¬ 
quired depth (see below). When 
joining pieces of insulation, butt 
them together. 

4) The recommended depth for 
mineral wool insulation is usual¬ 
ly 27cm, but this may vary for 
other types of insulation, so 
check the packaging or direct 
with the manufacturer. You don't 


have to start from scratch if you 
already have insulation (in good 
condition) in place - just put the 
new stuff on top. 

5) If you want to use the loft for 
storage, you'll need to board it, 
but don't put boards directly on 
top of the insulation because 
they will compress it and make it 
less effective. Instead, use loft 
legs, which raise the boards 
above the insulation so it's not 
compressed, or rigid insulation, 
which can't be compressed. 


Service or replace the boiler. For 
your home's boiler to work well, 
it needs to be serviced annually 
by a Gas Safe Register (gassafer- 
egister.co.uk) engineer. 

Insulate or replace the hot- 
water cylinder. Some cylinders 
for boilers come with a thick 
layer of built-in insulation, but 
lots of us have older cylinders 
that benefit from being fitted 
with an insulation jacket. Try 
Mangers Cylinder Jacket (£14.58, 
B&Q), which is 180mm thick. 
Insulate pipes By insulating hot 
pipes, you prevent heat loss. Use 
pre-scored foam tubes. 

Upgrade the radiators and 
valves. To ensure your radiators 
are working well, bleed them 



with a radiator key or small 
screwdriver (when the heating is 
off and the radiators are cold), 
depending on the type of valve. 
Stay in control. Smart systems, 
which enable you to control your 
heating from your smartphone or 
tablet via an app, are all the rage. 
One of the newest is therM, which 
is compatible with any heating 
system with a thermostat.
